Hold Your Horse 


At first I thought we wouldn’t be able to go 
to the Dude Ranch over the week end. I had 
promised to take a friend up to the Police 
shooting range and let him try my new rifle. 
Then he called up on the phone and asked for 
a rain check on the promise. So into the car 
went our baggage and we headed north on 
Taconic Parkway for our best liked Dude 
Ranch. 

We arrived Friday night and were up in the 
morning for the second ride. Ben Trames was 
mad when I met him in the stable. He had been 
out on the first ride with the "Juniors”. That 
consisted of the 9 to 15 year old group of boys 
and girls. It seems a 14 year old girl by the 
name of Helen almost upset the entire ride. She 
had some kind of an idea that she was going 
to ride the way she wanted. Never mind the 
safety or pleasure of the other riders. 

Twice she had forced two riders off the 
road. Then she started her horse off at full 
speed, regardless of the horses in back of her. 
So Ben Trames sent her back to the stable with 
his "rear rider." That really punished her. How¬ 
ever Ben told me to be present in the big hall 
after lunch. My wife and I were the only adults 
present outside of Ben. He had the kids seated 
on the floor and he gave them a good sound 
lecture. My wife took it down in shorthand, so 
here it is with the permission of Ben Trames: 

"An accident while horseback riding doesn’t 
just happen out of the clear sky. It has a cause 
and when you trace it back you will find that 
practically every time it is due to the careless 
or inconsiderate rider. From my thirty years of 
teaching horseback riding I want to make this 
statement. The rider who causes an accident is 
an inconsiderate rider. He doesn’t worry about 
what may happen to his horse, to himself, the 
other horse, the other person, or the property 
of some other person. So coming down to brass 
tacks, let’s get this one big thought right into 
our skulls. 

Being inconsiderate means causing an acci¬ 
dent! So the reverse is true. If yt>u are the con¬ 
siderate rider, you won’t cause an accident. 
When you ride a horse you have a definite 
moral obligation. You have to be alert every 
second that you are riding. For only by being 
alert can you keep your horse under control 
at all times. Being alert means you have to look 
ahead, you have to know what is happening on 
the right of your horse, on the left of your horse 
and even behind your horse. Some of you juniors 
are going to tell me you haven’t eyes behind 


your head — hence how can you know what 
is happening behind your horse? 

Evidently if you pass two kids who are piling 
up boxes on the side of the road, you pass 
them, but you must realize those boxes can fall 
and create ad unexpected noise. Or if you know 
another rider is catching up to you, you must 
understand that his speeding horse can also 
create a situation. You passed an object and you 
were conscious that your horse shied a bit as 
he saw it. Sure, you had the horse under control 
at that time. Who knows? Next time he might 
shy more. There are riding teachers who insist 
that when your horse has shied at a strange 
object, it is up to you to get the horse "ac¬ 
quainted” with the object so he won’t shy again. 

We are going to start with the group leaving 
the stable for a ride. First thing you want to 
do is to have that girth checked. You can ask 
the wrangler to do it while you are on the 
horse, you have to learn how to check it your¬ 
self. Next thing is that you want to be certain 
that your stirrups are of the correct length — 
not too long nor too short. If you have ridden 
before, you should be able to know where they 
reach for your comfort. If it is the same horse 
and the same saddle, then you can merely count 
the holes from the top and make the adjust¬ 
ment yourself. You will find some riding in¬ 
structors who tell you the following: Stretch out 
your arms. Touch the beginning of your strirrup 
strap. The bottom of your stirrup should reach 
under your armpit. 

Well, here’s my simple version of that idea. 
Once you get your suitable length, you can 
stretch out your arm and find where it reaches. 
Then you can use this arm idea again in the 
future. Now we have the entire group of you 
on the horse. Just stay in your spot with your 
horse. Don't try to get your horse ahead of 
the next fellow’s. And don't, under any condi¬ 
tion whatsoever, decide you’re going to pet 
the head of the other fellow’s horse. He alone 
is responsible for the control of his own horse. 
You can’t always predict what will be the re¬ 
sult of your so-called friendly petting. 

One of the worse accidents we ever had here 
took place when a girl wanted to pet the horse 
of another rider. The horse went backwards, 
stumbled, and the rider was injured. You must 
remember that the horse might interpret your 
action as something of a blow to come. For 
that very same reason we discourage ihe use 
of whips or rawhide thongs. You can control 
your horse without this aid. Just swing your 


whip up and the horse right next to you might 
shy or bolt. 

Out here we have a corral and a practice field 
that are open to all riders. Each is fenced in and 
you have a swinging gate which is generally 
opened by one 1 of our men. However you can 
open the gate with one hand while riding your 
horse. But when you let the gate close, be cer¬ 
tain you do not have a horse with a rider be¬ 
hind you. You don’t need much imagination to 
foresee the result of that gate swinging in the 
face of an oncoming timid mount. 

We are now out on the trail. You soon pass 
a group of slow inexperienced riders. Slow 
your mount down to a walk. That’s a funda¬ 
mental courtesy. Otherwise these inexperienced 
riders will find their horses galloping after 
your horse. And they may land in the road and 
we have a runaway horse as a result. Again we 
may have a similar situation when going dosVn 
a hill or path. You are a good rider so we put 
you at the head of the line. You check your 
horse as you descend. But you are impatient, 
wanting to get down to the level ground, and 
start a gallop. You reach the bottom and then 
you let your horse go off at full speed. But 
what about the horse behind yop on the in- 

The horses are going to do the natural thing. 
They will increase their speed on the decline 
and we can have a terrible- piling up of in¬ 
jured horses and riders. So don’t start gallop¬ 
ing until the entire line is on level ground. If 
your group leader is the one who gives the 
commands, then you must always follow him. 

Out on the trail or on the country road, you' 
may see a group of.riders coming your way. 
Slow your horse down to a walking pace and 
keep to the right. If the other people also keep 
to the right, then you have no problem. Don’t 
try to ride side by side with your friend. Other¬ 
wise you might have four horses jammed to¬ 
gether with some kicking and shying being 


If you find that your horse starts to stumble, 
this is a warning that something is wrong. 
Don’t be ashamed to tell this fact to your in¬ 
structor. There may be a stone in the hoof of 
the horse. Last week we had one horse stumble 
because the horseshoe was coming off the foot. 
Or in some stables, the horses go out con¬ 
tinuously with different riders and do not have 
rest periods. Your horse may just be completely 
overworked, or you may be confusing your 
horse with the way you handle your reins and 
your feet. 

At your age, you have a definite experience 
and ability in riding a horse. You may be able 
to ride fifteen of our horses in this stable. But 
there are some you can’t just handle at present. 
As you get more experience you will be able 
to handle these animals. So always make it a 
safety rule not to insist that you ride a certain 
horse when you are told it is "beyond you.” 
The result may be a runaway horse. It is very 
simple to say that somewhere along the line you 
were careless. If your horse is not frightened 
but just an old horse who knows the tricks, then 
you have to sit on the saddle and retain your 
seat. Here you should try to pull the horse’s 
bead to one side. This will cause him to start 
going in circles and soon he will stop. 

If your horse was really frightened by some 
strange object or noise, then again you still 
must keep to that seat. You try to head him 
away from the scene; pull back several times on 
the bit; and regain control. Strange as it seems, 
this will be an easier horse to stop than in the 
other condition. Why? Because he isn’t doing 
this as a trick. Ease him off and keep firmly 
on the saddle. Now tomorrow we are going 
out again and 1 want you to keep the key word 
CONSIDERATE always in your mind.” 

I can’t add a single word to what Ben Trames 
told those kids. Only a thousand thanks for 
permission to use it.
